T h e D ispatch gave prom inence to the news story revealing 
a court decision that parsonages of churches were tax exempt. 
This has I wen further elucidated in a letter sent out by the .Min­ 
nesota Tax Commission to the auditors. 
Secretary N. A. Nelson 
of the comm ission gives the details which are of extrem e interest 
to every church congregation in Brainerd: 
“On January 18, 1924, the Minnesota supreme court, in the 
case of State a f Minnesota vs. C hurch-of Incarnation, rendered 
an opinion holding that under the constitution as amended in 
1906, a parsonage owned and maintained by a church organiza­ 
tion as a residence for its pastor free of charge, is exempt from 
taxation. 
• 
“Since this opinion was handed down we have received a 
number o f letters from county auditors asking for advice as to 
what action should now he taken to give effect to the ruling of the 
suprem e court. 
In reply to these inquiries, and anticipating others 
of the same nature that may follow', we are addressing this letter 
to each county auditor o f the state in order that each may be fully S 
advised as to the attitude of the tax comm ission on the question of I 
the exemption of parsonages, and also on the (fliestion of the re­ 
fundment of taxes heretofore paid on such proj>erty. 
“The follow ing suggestions are subm itted for your inform a­ 
tion : 
“ I. In m aking up the real estate assessment books for the 
year 1924, a parsonage owned and m aintained by a church organ­ 
ization as a free residence for its pastor should be entered on the 
list of ‘exem pt real property.* 
“2. The furnishings of a parsonage, if ow ned by the church, 
should not be listed for taxation. 
“3. Heal property taxes levied on parson agas in 1923, am 
payable in 1924, will be ordered cancelled bv the lax com m is­ 
sion upon receipt of the application of the church organization 
requesting such cancellation, and the favorable recommendation 
of the county board and county auditor. 
Such applications shout 
be made on Form 2649 B. No. 3, and should set out all inform a­ 
tion required by the form, and particularly the figures sh o v in g 
the true and full value of the land and structures separately. 
“4. Inasmuch as the attorney general’s departm ent, in sev­ 
eral well considered opinions rendered since the adoption of the 
am endm ent of 1906, ruled that parsonages were subject to taxa­ 
tion, and as under the statutes such opinions have the force and 
effect of law, this comm ission would not feel authorized to approve 
or order the refundment of taxes heretofore paid on parsonages.*’ jtVioVjli 
The above opinion and this letter from the tax commis;'ion | 
should be studied deeply by every church congregation in Ur*i -

the ears to the peak of the dome, the greater the intelligence of 
the person.

NO T A X ON P A R S O N A G E S 


The D ispatch gave prominence to the news story revealing 
a court decision that, parsonages of churches were tax exempt. 
This has been further elucidated in a letter sent out by the Min­ 
nesota Tax Commission to the auditors. 
Secretary N. A. Nelson 
of the commission gives the details which are of extreme interest 
to every church congregation in Brainerd: 
“On January 18, 1924, the Minnesota .supreme court, in the 
case of State of Minnesota vs. Church of Incarnation, rendered 
an opinion holding that under the constitution as amended in 
1906, a parsonage owned and maintained by a church organiza­ 
tion as a residence for its pastor free of charge, is exempt from 
taxation. 
• 
“Since this opinion was handed down we have received a 
number of letters from county auditors asking for advice as to 
what action should now be taken to give effect to the ruling of the 
supreme court. In reply to these inquiries, and anticipating others 
of the same nature that may follow, we are addressing this letter 
to each county auditor of the state in order that each may be fully j 
advised as to the attitude of tho tax commission on the question of 
the exemption of parsonages, and also on the question of tho re­ 
fundment of taxes heretofore paid on such property. 
“The following suggestions are submitted for your informa­ 
tion : 
“I. In making up the real estate assessment books for the 
year 1924, a parsonage owned and maintained by a church organ­ 
ization as a free residence for its pastor should be entered on the 
list of ‘exempt real property.’ 
“2. The furnishings of a parsonage, if owned by the church, 
should not be listed for taxation. 
“3. Real property taxes levied on parsonages in 192b, and 
payable in 1924, will be ordered cancelled bv the tax commis­ 
sion upon receipt of the application of the church organization 
requesting such cancellation, and the favorable recommendation 
of the county board and county auditor. Such applications should 
be made on Form 2640 B. No. 3, and should set out all informa­ 
tion required by the form, and particularly the figures shoving 
the true and full value of the land and structures separately. 
“4. Inasmuch as the attorney general’s department, in sev­ 
eral well considered opinions rendered since the adoption of the 
amendment of 1906, ruled that parsonages were subject to taxa­ 
tion, and as under the statutes such opinions have the force and 
effect of law, this commission would not feel authorized to approve 
or order the refundment of taxes heretofore paid on parsonages.’’ 
The above opinion and this letter from the tax commission 
should be studied deeply by every church congregation in Brain­ 
erd. 
It means a saving can be effected in church management, 
for the parsonage maintained according to its designation in the 
court opinion is now tax exempt.
